CARETAKER CHARGED. 


Peter Corrigan, caretaker of the premises of 
the Typographical Soaiety at 35 
Gardiner street, was charged on remand with 
the illegal possession of an Italian Mauser 
rifle, a knuckle-duster, and a jack-knife on 
December 26 last. 

Guard Aherne’s evidence was to the effect 
that on Saturday last he visited the premises 
referred to, went into the defendant’s room, 
and behind the door he found the rifle (pro- 
duced), Later a knuckle-duster and a jack- 
knife were found. When cautioned the de- 
fendant said that the rifle was a souvenir and 
that he had the knuckle-duster for his pro- 
tection. The rifle was minus the bolt, and 
the defendant said that he had the bolt in 
the rifle from 1916-1922, when he threw it 
into the Liffey. 

Mr. William Whelan, secretary of the Typo- 
graphical Society, gave the defendant a good 
character, and stated that the premises re- 


ferred to were raided some time ago and a 


large sum of money taken. Defendant, as 
caretaker, was given the knuckle-duster for 

Is Own protection. He had instructions to 
open the door cautiously, and if anyone call- 
ing “ did not give satisfaction’’ he (defendant) 
was to use the knucklé-duster. 

Mr. Collins—Do you mean to say .that he 
had this knuckle-duster for protective pur- 
poses ’— Yes. 

Mr. Collins—And any man who did not 
give satisfaction was to get a blow of the 
knuckle-duster?—He had our permission. 

Mr. Collins—It does not matter. You are 
not justified in using knuckle-dusters. This is 
extraordinary. What about the jack-knife; 
was it to be used in case the knuckle-duster 
was not sufficient? (Laughter.) 

Defendant—The jack-knife is my own. 

Mr. Collins—I would advise you to change 
your tactics. Why, even’in the Western 
States of America they would scarcely adopt 
such tactics. (Laughter.) I will impose a fine 
of 40s. in respect of the rifle, and will caution 
him as regards the knuckle-duster, because, 
apparently, it was his employers’, and they 
were really responsible. I think they ought 
to be very careful.

THe ELANETS, i 

Mercury is a morning star through the 
mouthyrising nearly two hours before the Sun 
on the Ist. He will be visible in the §8.E. 
about 7 a.m., in the early days of the New 
Year, 

Venus is at her greatest brilliancy as an 
evening star on the 2nd. She is visible in the 
evening. sky during the entire month, but 
with rapidly diminishing splendour, and for a 
shorter time after sunset day- by day. As a 
telescopic object hér interest is greatest this 
month, as she is very near the Earth, and her 
crescent becomes narrower, as the diameter of 
ber disc increases. 

A good telescope will now show the brilliant 
pitches near the cusps of the crescent, vhich 
are the only detail visible with certainty on 
the planet, and are pretty certainly Polar 
snows like those of the Earth and Mars. 
“ Hermit,” who occasionally introduces astro- 
nomical remarks into his “ Ulster Countryside 
Notes ” in the Belfast Telegraph, recently 
had some allusions to Venus which were con- 
siderably out of date, when he informed his 
readers that Venus always turns the same side 
to the Sun, so that one hemisphere is in 
perpetual darkness. This idea had consider- 
able support from good authorities some time 


ago, but is now no longer tenable. The 
quietus was administered to it finally and 


decisively when Messrs. Coblenz and Lamp- 
land, observing at the celebrated Flagstaff 
Observatory, Arizona, und that the dark 
hemisphere of Venus FN heat. 

This important result was obtained with a 
termo-couple, a very delicate electrical appa- 
ratus for detecting radiant heat. By its means 
we now know that the planet Mars has a 
temperature which does not differ much from 
that of the Earth; thus negativing many 
speculations as to his unsuitability for habita- 
tion. It now appears that terrestrial life 
would be quite fairly comfortable in Mars, so 
far as temperature and atmosphere are con- 
concerned ; for his temperature proves to be 
comparable to that of the Earth’s Temperate 
Zones, while his.atmosphere is much denser 
than was supposed. In the case of Venus the 
results are even more important, for her dark 
hemisphere is found to give out heat-rays.

The map 
illustrating this‘ paper—showing the terrr 
tory of MacCarthy Mór between Valentia, 
Bantry Bay and Duhallow, will give the 
most casual student a vivid notion of the 
author’s thoroughness. One by one the 
estates of Sliocht. Owen Mór. oí 
O'Donoghue Mór and O'Donoghue of the 
Glen,, of MacGillicuddy, of MacFinghin 
and the rest are plotted, showing the 
ancient boundaries and making <lea-, 
what loose accounts of Irish history 
obscure, the firm definition of authority 
which prevailed under the clan system. 
The whole book, in fact, is powerful con- 
firmation of the new view of the Irish 
past which is expounded by Dr. MacNeill. 

“Instead of the wild, semi-nomadic life 
of plundering clans depicted by. some 
writera,”’ Mr. Butler observes, “we have 
evidence, in Desmond, of an organised 
State, with an elaborate fiscal system, 
providing a settled annual revenue for the 
sovereign and his various sub-chiefs. This 
revenue was definitely assessed on certain 
areas of land; it postulates fixed metes 
and. beunds, a eonsiderable amount of 
tillage. Every clan, every sub-sept, had 
its own territory, and on this territory 
the amounts due for the support of the 
hierarchy of chiefs were systematically 
allotted.”’ 


Mr. Butler goes on to discuss “The 
Lordship of MacCarthy Reagh’’—the 
country to the south of that already 


examined—and here again the intri¢ate 
system of the clans is rendered intelligible 
by a plotting-out of. the territories con- 
cerned from Togher to Baltimore. Having 
thus set down the fruits of his researches 
in the history of Desmond—work which 
ought to be imitated in every other district 
of the land—and having provided his- 
torians yet to come with matter which will 
simplify their task, Mr. Butler proceeds 
to deal with “The Policy of Surrender 
and Regrant.” Here, in effect, he 
generalises for all Ireland on the basis 
of his particular data, Ever since 
Elizabeth, he remarks, “the general 
history of Ireland has been closely bound 
up with the question of the ownership 
oi the soil’’; and he seeks to show how, 
in Tudor and Stuart times, the basis of 
land ownership was altered, 
He agrees with Dr. Bonn, who “ brings 
German thoroughness and the German 
scientifi¢ method to bear on a difficult 
problem’’ in repudiating the common 
opinion that the land was taken from the 
people and given as a bribe to the chiefs.

On the 14th, therefore, the circumstances are 
the most favourable possible for high tides, 
both Sun and Moon bai nearer the Earth 
than usual.

Sometimes the name is dis- 
guised by modern ideas as to spelling, as 
where the modern Belrose conceals the 
seventeenth century Billeragh, sometimes 
by being translated into English, as Heil- 
mount for Ardnacluige. The con- 
tinuity is remarkable, and enables us to 
build up a map showing a part 
of Ireland as it was held by various clans 
in the sixteenth century and by individuals 
in the early part of the seventeenth.”’ 

In these pages we have a slightly dis- 
orderly, but extremely suggestive, picture 
of the dissolution of the Gaelic order. 
The failure of the antique State—which 
was, as Mr. Butler remarks, precocious 
in many of its developments—to adapt 


of power.” While England, France and 
Spain, which were no further advanced 
in the twelfth century than Ireland, pro- 
gressed to unity, Ireland failed, because 
her civilisation, yielding so much that 
was attractive enough to absorb the fierce 
Norman baron and his stout Welsh and 
Fleming followers, denied to its kings 
and chieftains power wherewith to do 
either good or evil. While the British 
kings possessed power wherewith they 
lived in the fashion that outraged Gildas 
—power. that was subdued to their country s 
service in due time—the Irish kings were 
lacking in detachment and strength to 
serve either themselves or their land.. No 
Gaelic leader, therefore, could draw the 
petty princedoms under him and make a 
realm; and ‘‘so,’’ Mr. Butler says, “ the 
Gaelic polity, weakened by incurable -dis- 
sensions, went down before the Tudor 
absolutism. Of that polity in its closing 
years,’ he adds, “I try toxwgive a 
glimpse.’

BERNADOTTE, PRINCE AND KING. 

In the book before us Sir Dunbar 
Barton’ concludes his biography’ of that 
great soldier of the Napoleonic Era whose 
genius 'ag a general was second only to 
that of Napoleon's, but whose gifts for 
statesmanship were even superior. Napo- 
leon’s greatness has overshadowed very 
much the abilities of his. protégé, and it 
is for this reason that Sir Dunbar 
Barton’s books, written with an unbiassed 
pen in a simple, but vivid, manner, after 
much thought and care, will go far 
towards giving Bergadotte his rightful 
place in history. 

Bernadotte’s rise from being the son of a 
poor small-town lawyer to be King of an 
united Norway and Sweden is almost 
without parallel in modern history. 
Bernadotte had the quality that tempers 
the heady wine of succes® and secures 
enduring renown. Napolecn’ was/ the 
author of Berriadotte’s greatness when he 
placed hin? on the throne of Sweden, but 
he always saw in him a potential rival 
who was to be feared and kept out of 
the way. Bernadotte, on the other hand, 
was the- author of Napoleon’s downfall, 
and for this he is execrated by many 
historians and by most “ good’’ French- 
men ; yet Napoleon never stigmatised him 
as a traitor; but only said ‘‘ he was un- 
grateful to-me.’’ 

When Bernadotte became Crown Prince 
of Sweden, as the adopted son of the old 
King Charles XIII., he cut himself away 
from his motherland and became, to all 
intents and purposes, a Swede. He never 
faltered in his resolve to uphold Swedish 
rights, even when he had to make war on 
Napoleon and on his native land. After 
1810 the veteran Marshal east aside the 
sword and firmly grasped, and held to the 
end of his life, the olive branch of peace. 
By sheer force of character, strength of 
will, and nimbleness 
ment of his country, he made his dynasty 
secure on the throne of Sweden “and 
Norway: and his direct descendant, 
Gustavus V., reigns to-day over the former 
country. His was no easy task; he never 
learned the language of the land over 
which he ruled, though his son, afterwards 
King Oscar I., did, and many political 
storms had to be braved fromthe time he 
ascended the throne, in 1818, until his 
death, at a ripe old age, in 1844. He left 
a happy, prosperous ani contented nation 
behind him—the accomplishment of his 
life’s work.

NEWMAN AS AN ANGLICAN, 

So high is Dr. Newport White s reputa- 
tion for epigram, grace of style, accuracy 
and profound scholarship that a work 
bearing his name is certain to meet with 
a very general welcome. 

A study of John Henry Newman falls 
naturally into two portions ; his life as an 
Anglican priest and his later career as a 
Roman Catholic. Concerning the latter 
much has been written, but’ until now 
there has been no adequate estinfate of 
Dr. Newman’s contribution to Anglican 
theology, so that Dr. White's notable little 
brochure fills a widely-felt need. To 
him Newman is. “the man who took 
the most prom'nent part in the movement 
through which the Church in England 
recovered her Catholic conciousness,’’ and 
“the man who did more than anyone else 
to revitalise for her the article of the 
Creed, the Holy Catholic Church.’’ 

In forming an estimate of the extent to 
which the Catholic life of the Church has 
been so revitalised, it is interesting that 
Dr. White, ‘most conservative of 
theologians, finds himself in general agree- 
ment: with Dr. Newman’s interpretation 


of Anglican dogmatic> theology. The 
famous “ Tract 90,’’ which showed that 
the Thirty-nine Articles ‘‘are not un- 


catholic and may be subscribed by those 
who aim at being Catholic in heart. and 
doctrine,” created the utmost consterna- 
tion and resentment when it was written, 
yet Dr. White affirms that ‘‘the general 
principle upon whieh the re-examination 
of the Articles proceeds is eminently fair 
and, in most cases, true’’; and that the 
tract was moderate in argument and con- 
clusion. The only sections to which he 
thinks reasonable exception can be taken 
are three, and concerning the last of these 
many eminent theologians (including 
Bishop Gibson in his “ Exposition of the 
Thirty-nine Articles,” a standard work 
which at present holds the field) have 
come to accept Newmazi’s interpretation. 
Fyen more interesting is Dr. White s 
attitude towards Christian reunion. “If 
ever the flock of Christ attains here on 
earth to a visible expression of its unity, 
it can only be by the adoption of prin- 
ciples suggested by the practical experi- 
ence of Anglo-Catholicism.’’

PASSENGERS’ NARROW 


ESCAPE FROM DEATH. 


The Dublin-Wexford train, which (as was 
reported exclusively in the Jrish T'imes yester- 
day) was derailed between Woodenbridge and 
Arklow stations on Wednesday night, escaped 
vnly by inches from falling down an embank- 
ment some eight or ten feet deep into a 
warsh. 

To the presence of mind of the driver, the 
recent improvement of this single line of rail- 
way, and the fact that the train, which con- 
sisted of an engine, six coaches and a van, 
was travelling up a gradient, may be attri- 
buted the escape of the thirty-four passengers. 
Beyond the shock and shaking which resulted 
from the derailment, the passengers, so far 
as can be gathered, were little the worse for 
their experience. 

The only damage done was to the track, 
which was torn up for 340 yards. The 
sleepers. were crushed to matchwood, and the 
steel “chairs’’ were smashed into small 
pieces. 

When the train was pulled up it was found 


the foremost carriages were only a matter <f 
some inches from the edge of the embank- 


ment. ; 
TERRIFYING EXPERIENCE. 

The train left Harcourt street station, 
Dublin, at 6.5 p.m., and all went well until 
Woodenbridge station, which was reached two 
hours later, had beén passed. Just as the 
train got to that part of the line which runs 
over what is kngwn as “‘ Peg’s Bog,” and 
within a mile anf a quarter of Arklow, the 
engine crashed i a huge tree which had 
been uprooted by storm and thrown right 
across the line. 

The impact startled the passengers, and 


though it slowed down considerably, continued 
its journey, rocking from side to side, In a 
few seconds it was apparent that the engine 
had jumped the rails, and had pulled the 
carriages with it, The passengers could feel 
the grinding of the wheels on the sleepers and 
on the macadam, and many of them, knowing 
the locality, felt certain that disaster could 
not be averted.

only some 340 yards were covered.

FORCE OF THE WIND AT 
WATERFORD. 


At Waterford the wind reached a velocity 
of sixty miles an hour, and slates were 
hurled from the roofs into the street. Many 
people had difficulty in reaching their 
houses. ‘ 

Considerable damage to property was caused 
by the gale in Limerick, but no person was 
injured. Telegraph wires were bhan down, 
and yesterday communication with Dublin and 
cross-Channel was greatly interrupted. The 
tide at Limerick rose to an abnormal height, 
and flooded the basements of houses in the 
low-lying districts of the city. 

The heavy rain which accompanied the 
gale caused the tributaries of the Shannon 
to overflow their banks in many places.

The storm began in Tipperary late in the 
afternoon. and reached its greatest intensity 
between 6 and 7 aclock.

FARMHOUSES UNROOFED. 


Much damage to property was caused by a 
cyclone in the Ballimamuek-Columbkille dis- 
trict of North Longford on Sunday.

| Doumer’s financial proposals:—The first 
eight clauses out of thirteexdeal with the 
repayment of debt. From 1926 a credit of 
at least two milliard francs (about 
£15,384,000) is. to be inscribed compul- 
sorily in the Budget for the annual repay- 
ment of the advances of the Banque de 
France to the State as prescribed by. the 
Convention of April 14th, 1920. In 
addition to this provision, a sinking fund 
is to be established for the gradual ex- 
tinction of debt. ' 

This fund, as is already known, is to be 
an autonomous institution conducted by a 
Council composed of important personages 
of independent and impartial position. 
The sinking fund is to be endowed by the 
compulsory annual inscription in, the 
Budget of a,credit of at least two and a 
half milliard francs (about £19,230.000), 
which shall be placed monthly in equal 
twelfths at the disposal of the sinking 
fund. The sinking fund will further 
receive any Budget surpluses which there 
may be at the end of the year and any 
gifts and legacies which may be made 
to it. : 

The money paid by the Treasury to the 
sinking fund shall be employed at the 
discretion of the Council in purchasing 
on the Bourse rentes, Treasury obligations 
and Treasury bonds longer than one-year 
bonds, as also securities issued by the 
Crédit National. 

All securities bought by the sinking fund 
shall be immediately cancelled. The credit 
of two and a half milliards, like that of 
the two milliards for the repayment of the 
Banque de France, can only be modified 
on the proposal of the Government and 
by a special Jaw which must be debatec 
twice in both the Chamber and Senate.

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GUARD ACKNOWLEDGED. 


At Armagh Petty Sessions yesterday, before 
Mr. James Williamson, K.C., and other 
magistrates, George Corbett, an _ex-Special 
constable, formerly stationed at Carnagh, near 
Keady, pleaded guilty“Yo the larceny of a 
Service revolver, value #10, the property of 
the Inspector-General, Royal. Ulster Consta- 
bulary.
